No student body official or member 
of the board shall be appointed for 
this duty; they as well as the Moni- 
tors may be summoned for trial be- 
fore the board. 

One of two things was necessary 
for the library; either to have a 
teacher present to preserve order, or 
the Monitor system. The Monitor 
system is the best because it makes 
the students responsible to students 
while otherwise they would be re- 
sponsible to a teacher. College stu- 
dents should not have to be looked 
after by a teacher.
